The provision of dividing the legis- 
lation session into two parts, the first 
primarily for the introduction of bills, 
would have the virtue of permitting 
the new governor to familiarize him-

the outset of the day the promise was 
that things «were going to be hotter 
than blue blazes. The thermometer 
read 76 degrees, and this was not such 
a good indication that the day would 
end cool, for the other hot days that 
the city has had here recently began 
with a 74 temperature. However, a 
wind sprang up from somewhere and 
the highest the mercury reached was 
92, whereas on Wednesday it was 
considerably higher. 


Early in:the afternoon, while giving 
the figures quoted at the top of this 
story, based on figures that covered 
time up until midnight Wednesday, 
von Herrmann stated that there would 
be no rain until Saturday. It was 
cloudy outside. 

“Is that rain coming outside?” he 
was asked, 

“T hardly think so,” was the reply. 
Three minutes later the reporter 
was outside and—spat! a raindrop hit 
him in the ear. He called Mr. von 
Herrmann immediately. The rain was 
pouring down by that time. 

“How about that?’ asked the re 
porter; “ain’t that rain?’ 
“It is,’ said von Herrmann. “I’m 
sorry about the wrong forecast, but 
mighty glad to see the rain.

COURTHOUSE, ARDMORE, 
Okla., June 25.—(#)—William  E. 
(Bill) Guess, who as a southern Okle- 
homa deputy sheriff killed two: Mexi- 
can college students and stirred inter- 
national feelings, told the jury trying 
him for murder today he shot “because 
I thought I was going to get killed 
myself.” 

The sight of pistols in the hands 
of Emilio Cortes Rubio, kinsman of 
the Mexican president, and Manuel 
Garcia Gomez, his college companion, 
on a-homeward automobile trip that 
ended tragically here the night of 
June 7, made Guess believe, he said, 
“that we had run into some kind of 
hijackers.” 

The big defendant climaxed a rapid- 
fire defense in which he was preceded 
to the stand by his companion on the 
fatal night, -Ceeil Crosby, resigned 
deputy, also charged with murder but 
not now on trial. The defense rested 
its case late today. 

Crosby did no shooting and testified 
his knowledge of the actual firing was 
limited to hearing three quick shots 
and seeing the flashes from the other 
side of the motor ear. which the Mexi- 
cans had stopped on a _ residential 
street. 

Guess went into action, he testified, 
when he saw Crosby take one pistol 
from Emilio, at the wheel of the boys’ 
car. 

Guess said he went to join Crosby 
at the Mexican machine. (Gomez, a 
blanket about his shoulders, had 
alighted. Guess saw an automatic 
pistol “sticking out from under the 
blanket,” he said. 

“I said ‘stick. ’em up’,” 
“The gun raised up. 
twice.” 

“Then I heard a noise in the car. 
I shot my light in. The third man 
was coming out of the pocket of this 
brown sweater thing he had on with 
a gun. °* 

“It looked bigger then than it does 
now. I shot him. It looked to me 
like I was in danger. I shot from 
the hip.”

Editor Constitution: I refuse to be 
‘‘tabled.’’ In your issne of June 25 head- 
lines say, ‘“‘Upshaw Debate Plea Tabled.’’ 
I remind the lawyer-anti-prohibition mayor 
of Atlanta that he needs to brush up on 
his knowledge of parliamentary law, for a 
motion before the house cannot be arhi- 
trarily ‘‘tabled,’’ because the man most af- 
fected is afraid of debate and wants to shut 
off discussion. 

Not only in The Constitution, but the 
other Atlanta papers we read, ‘‘Key Ig- 
nores Upshaw Challenge.’ That’s what the 
headlines said, to which I finally rise to 
remark that ignoring a gentleman's chal- 
lenge to a gentlemanly discussion of an im- 
portant, public question is neither the act 
nor the manner of a brave and courteous 
man. Paris dispatches quoted Mavor Key 
as saving: ‘‘I never speak idly, I am a fear- 


less “man.”’ i 
All right, I gave this loquacious mearor |. 


an opportunity to show how ‘‘feariess’’ he 
is, and like the “‘‘hit-and-ran’’ driver, he 
struck his victim and never even looked | 
back. 

Of all the personalities entering into
